Knesset backs

The Knesset yesterday approved by a 55-46 vote a 
statement by Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin justify- 


ing the Government’s 


policy to prevent the 


unauthorized attempt to establish a settlement at 


Sebastia. 

An Opposition motion by the 

Likud, NRP and Agudat Yisrael, 

on the Government to carry 
out its settlement promises through- 
out Eretz Yisrael, was struck down 
by a vote of 56-47. 

In his statement Mr. Rabin said 
that the crucial issue in the Sebastia 
settlement affair was not national 
settlement policy — but mainten- 
ance of the rule of law, and up- 
holding of the authority of the Goy- 
ernment and the Knesset. 

“Our right to this Jand is indis- 
putable,” the Premier said, stressing 
however that the Government will 
work for the continuation of settle- 
men in the areas in 
line with its authoritative decialons. 
“We will do whatever has to be 
done to prevent any attempt to 
exploit the settlement ideal for anti- 
democratic purposes,” he warned. 
Mr. Rabin went on: 

Premier Rabin said that from the 
very oustset he never doubted the 
negative implications of the bid to 
squat in Samaria. The Attorney- 
General said clearly that it violated 
the law. 

“I cannot gay that the people 
evacuated the place of their own 
free will. But their evacuation was 
carried out without it being neces- 
sary to adopt measures, which we 
wished to avoid, so long as It was 
possible to carry out the evacuation 
without resorting to them.” 

He said he regarded the affair 
as a test of the inner strength of 
Israeli society. “I am glad we saved 
ourselves pain and shame — and 
perhaps even more.” 

If responsible settlement were to 
continue, as the Government had 
Planned, it was vital for Israeli 
democracy first to discusa its pub- 
Uc and national significance. 

Before the Sebastia bid the group 
‘was offered various choices for 
settlement but did not accept them. 

Premier Rabin said: “According 
to their concepts they felt entitled 
to decide where and when settle- 
ment should take place. They be- 
Heved that their will would prevail 
and eventually they would impose 
their plan on the Government. They 
knew the Government would use 
its authority. Nevertheless they 
beHeved they would create a fait 
accompli and the Government would 
say ‘amen’.” 1 

He said settlement in the areas 
not annexed to Israel entailed se- 
curity and political considerations, 
imposed obligations on the IDF and 
involved nstiora! responsibility. ‘No 
Government can tolerate the viola- 
tion of its authority to decide where 
and when to settle.” : 

Returning to the rostrum hater to 
sum up what was a lively but not 
8. very bitter debate, Premier Rabin 
cautioned that some of the accepted 
foundations of Israeli society had 
already been undermined after the 
Yom Kippur War. Now the Sebastia 
bid constituted a grave impairment 
of democracy and the Government's 
task was to restore a sound frame- 
work for political life. 

Without resorting to the sort of 
polemic which his predecessors like 
the late Premier Eshko] and former 
Premier Meir revelled in, he chided 
Enesset Members previously in the 
Cabinet since the Six Day War, who 
had not pressed for settlement in 
Samaria as did now, 

In the vote onthe Oppositton mo- 
tion, Rafi members of Labour David 
Coren and Mordechai Ben Porat 
abstained to show their displeasure 
with the Government. The New 
Communists and Moked voted for 
the coalition motion. 


Chance of 
peace with 


Jordan

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
sald yesterday there is a chance 
of a peace settlement with Jor- 
dan if Israel withdraws from 
part of the West Bank, He said 
Jordan might gain administrative 
authority In the West Bank un- 
der am agreement, while Israal 
would retain the right to settle- 
Ment and some form of military 
coatrol.

8 packed audience of students at 
the Hebrew University’s Givat 
Ram campus. 

At one point a student shout- 
ed from the audience: “Are you 
Suggesting that giving back part 
of the West Bank could lead to 
ἃ solution?” 

Mr. Rabin: “Why not?” 

He again warned, however, 
that the creation of a third Arab 
state between Israel and Jordan 
would be nothing but a tempo- 
rary arrangement and a “time 
bomb,” 

There was no real reason for 
eamity between Egypt and Is- 
vrael, and “there i3 enough 
space separating us," sald the 
Premier. On Syria, he was more 
pessimistic, He sald it was not 
likely Syria would relinquish its 
claim to the Golan Heights and 
begin peace talks. He added that 
Syria would soon have an arse- 
nal equal to that of Egypt. 

The Premier stressed that the 
Arabs have not abandoned their 
threat of war and that Israel must 
make a supreme effort to achleva 
military preparedoess, “Nobody 
will negotiate with a weak Is- 
reel,” he said, 

In an address last night in 
Tel Aviv, his third speech of the 
day, Mr. Rabin said the coun- 
try would have to.-make up to 
the fact of the economic crisis. 

Speaking to a Labour Party 
meeting, Mr. Rabin said it was 
time to turn away from strikes 
and get to work. “If the TV 
technicians wish to go back on 
their contract, I prefer that we 
forgo TV rather than allow de- 
mands to snowball.” 


Southern Sinai 
Vital to Israel

Step closer to male 
birth-control pill 


LOS ANGELES (AP). — Two scientists say they 
have discovered~the chemical structure of FSH, the 
hormone responsible for sperm production in men. 
Dr. Albert F. Parlow and Dr, Basudev Shome of 
Harbor General Hospital and UCLA medical school 
said on Tuesday that the breakthrough paves the way 
theoretically for chemically copying FSH so that 
8 greater supply would be available as a pregnancy- 
inducing hormone for women, Natural FSH is a key 
chemical in fertility pills which have caused multiple 


births in women. 


The scientists say that for males, the discovery 
may enable researchers to find substances to react 
against FSH and thus act as a contraceptive. Male 
sex hormone production, as distinct from sperm, should 


be unaffected, the scientists say.

MOTHER NEED NOT INDEMNIFY FATHER 
CHILD DESPITE HER UNDERTAKIN' 


The Supreme Court allowed an ap- 
a judgment of the Tel 
Aviv District Court delivered on May 
14, 1973 (in MLC. 1417/ 71). 

‘The second appellant and the res- 
pondent, a married man, had a child 
out of wedlock. Before the child 
‘was born the mother signed ee it 
dertaking to keep it and suppo! 
and indemnify the father in the 
event that he should be required to 
pay any maintenance for it. The 
father, on the other hand, undertook 
to give the child his name while ex- 
pressly denying any financial ob- 
ligations towards it. 

After her daughter ws born, how- 
ever, the mother found that she was 
unable to support her on her own 
and sued the father for mainten- 
ance on the child’s behalf. The Dis- 
trict Court awarded the child IL175 
per month maintenance but held 
that the mother would have to in- 
demnify the father for any sums 
paid to the child, 1 her ar- 
gument that her undertaking was 
not binding as there had been no 
consideration for it. In reaching 
this conclusion, the District Court 
held that the father’s undertaking 
to give the child his name consti- 
tuted consideration as he was not 
obliged to do so, in accordance with 
section 3 of the Names Law, 1956. 

The relevant part of this section 
provides that: “A child born while 
his mother is not married to his fa- 
ther shall receive at birth the sur- 
name of his mother uniess the moth- 
er wishes him to receive the surname 
of his father and the father has con- 
sented thereto, or unless the mother 
is generally known as the father’s 
wife. 

In the mother's appeal against the 
District Court decision, Mr. Z. Ma- 
mor appeared for the appellant and 
Mr. Y. Solomon for the respondent. 

Judgment 

Justice Kister, who delivered the 
main judgment of the Supreme Court, 
Justice Etzioni concurring, noted at 
the outset that the appellant’s under- 
taking to support her daughter was 
binding unter Jewish Law, but that 


6 full burden of her support and 
this was likely to prejudice the 
child’s welfere (see also 1 P.D. 257 
603). 

Since, therefore, % was obvious 
that the appellant was unable to sup- 
port her child on her own, the Dis- 
trict Court had seen fit to give a

continued Justice Kister, he agreed 
with the epprilamt’s counsel that 
there bad ‘been no “consideration” 
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for it, within the English law mean- 
ing of the term, since in any case 
giving a child his name was some- 
thing which a devoted parent was 
in duty hound to do, and section 17 
od the Capacity and Guardianship 
Law requires parents te act in the 
best interests of a minor “in such 
manner as devoted parents would 
act in the circumstances.” 

Nor did the provisions of section 
3 of tthe Names Law affect this ob- 
ligation, he continued, as in his 
opinion afi that this section did was 
to vest the parents with the discre- 
ton to give whichever meme thay 
chose to ‘their child born out of wed- 
lock without fear of any cowt in- 
tervention. In exercising this dis- 
eretion, however, both parents were 
in duty bound to take imto account 
the welfare of the child while the 
father was entitled to take account 
also of the feelings of his other 
children born in wedlock, should 
his intimate affairs he revealed by 
giving his child born out of wed- 
lock his name. But in no clrcum- 
stances was a father entitled to use 
his power of discretion to agree or 
to refuse to give a child born out 
of wediock his name as a form of 
bribery; and any such agreement 
could not be deemed to be ἃ con- 
shderation “even on the basis of the 
broad English law conception of 
the term.” 


Gift Law 


Furthermore, held Justice Kister, 
even’ if the problem of consideration 
were tackled from the point of view 
of the local Gift Law, 1968, it wouki 
appear that although an wunder- 
taking to make 9 gift is valid with- 
out consideration, this undertaking 
may be retracted as long as the do- 
mee has not altered his situation in 
reliance thereon (see section 5 of 
the Law). 

In short, therefore, concluded Jus- 
the Kister, as the Supreme Court had 
in the past granted a father indem- 
nity only in cases where he had giv- 
en concrete consideration for the 
mothers undertaking to support 
their child (in the form, for exam- 
ple, of an apartment, or sums of 
Money) and as, in the present case, 
there had been no such considera- 
tion, he thought that the appellant's 
appeal should be allowed. 


Judge Asher 


Judge Asher concurred that the 
appeal should be allowed but prefer- 
red to base this conclusion on the 
ruling in C.A. 310/54 (ΡΒ. 9/1465) 
to the effect that a mother’s under- 
taking to indemnify a father for 
maintenance paid to a child is in- 
valid if it is detrimental to the wel- 
fare of the child.
